When... the.. atmosphere. .. finally 
cleared, it was assured that the 
fight on the prohibition plank would 
be carried to the floor of the con- 
vention. Governor Moody and Mr. 
Daniels declared that they . would 
make a. minority report and, insist 
upon a dcclaration for an endorse- 
ment and strict enforcement of the 
T ighteenth Amendment. 

At the end of the battle, leaders 
of both the wets and the drys agreed 
that the committee could not unani- 
mously concur in the prohibition 
plank. and .that.a minority .report 
would be sent to the convention.

‘Need of Political Reform Urged. 


What took place toward the close 
of Senator Robinson’s address was a 
climax of the Democratic doctrine. he 
preached throughout its delivery.

In the course of his references to 
the depressed condition of agricul 
ture Senator Robinson ‘took ' the 
slant that part of the depression was 
due to excessive tariff’ duties. The 
Republican Party, he said, had be- 
trayec the farmers and they were 
now ready ‘‘to safeguard their own 
interests through political action.”’

HOUSTON, June « 27>With » the 
standing committees all holding meet- 
ings, the Democratic National Con- 
vention held its third session in Sam 
Houston Hall this forenoon... 
Skies-were-again smiling after last 


night’s torrential downpour when 
delegates and other convention-goers 
made their way to the huge new au- 
ditorium where three s were al- 
ternating in a musical program. Af- 
ter the blaze of sunlight on the out- 
side the artificially cooled air of the 
hall furnished welcome relief to del- 
es and visitors. 

t was a shirt-sleeve crowd that 
faced Claude G. Bowers, Temporary 
Chairman. Fans were busily waving 
in all parts of the hall. i 

The: auditorium, which .can seat 
more than 18,000 people in-a pinch, 
was more than. three-quarters occu- 
pice. The spaces set aside for spec- 

tors showed many empty seats 
when the session be , but after 
proceedings were under way these 
filled rapidiy. It was estimated.that 
from 14,000 to 15,000 attended. 

en the convention got to work 
the Committee on Resolutions, which 
faced a busy day, with the. prospect 
of work that would keep it in session 
during the greater part of the night, 
was organizing for its public hear- 
ing preparatory to constructing a 
platform upon which Governor 
Smith would go before the people of 
the cournuy. the meantime the 
Committees on Credentials, Perma- 
nent Organization and Rules were 
holding meetings. 

The report of the Resolutions 
Committee is twenty-four hours off 
and what the convention at this 
stage was interested in and expect- 
ing to receive were the reports of 
the minor committees. These had to 
be received and approved by the con- 
vention before it could effect perma- 
nent organization and take up its 
real work. 


Animation Pervades Audience. 


The convention crowd appeared to 
have brightened up overnight. As the 
spaces where the delegates occupy 
seats were filling up this morning an 
air of animation and interest that 
was lacking yesterday, pervaded the 
assembly. m.the music seemed 
more spri ‘and it certainly 
evoked a livelier response from the 
audience. : } 

The convention was a long time 
getting down to business. When the 
opening gavel was forty-five minutes 
overdue, the audience began to show

Parade for Tolerance Starts. 


After the applause had ceased Sen- 
ator Robinson brought most. of those

A demonstration that was a fore- 
runner of Governor Smith’s nomina- 
tion for President followed.

Demonstration Breaks Out. 


The demonstration broke loose 
when Mr. Roosevelt repeated his 


mee of the 1924 convention, ‘‘the 
appy warrior, Alfred E. Smith.’’ 

It was 9:25 when Mr.. Roosevelt 
ended his speech. When he voiced 
the name of Alfred E. Smith a vast 
roar threatened to raise the roof. As 
if by magic the entire space set aside 
for ‘delegates’ seemed, swept clear of 
ners. All of them appeared to 
move simultaneously and the aisles 
became congested. fal 

A vivid blue and gold banner bear- 
ing the name of California headed, 
or tried to head, the procession. It 
is hard-to say which State got mov- 
ing first, but with the exception of 
Miseiss'ppie Virginia, Tennessee, Ne- 
braska, Alabama, Georgia and Flor- 
ida all joined the procession. 

The band was playing, but beyond 
the dull and rhythmic beating of a 
tom-tom no melody could be distin- 
guished. The din in the hall was 
terrific, though not equaling in 
volume or madness the demonstra- 
tion in Madison Square Garden four 
years ago. 

To be sure the shriek of a fire 
siren at’ onetime tore the air, but it 
did not come from anywhere near 
the New-York delegation. James J. 
Hoey, chief engineer of mechanized 
noises at Madison Square Garden, 
has a perfect alibi. He sat still and 
solemn with the New York delega- 
tion. The New’ York delegates were 
under instructions not to become too 
demonstrative in too great a hurry. 

In fact, when the demonstration 
had been. under way several minutes,

From Moncton it is expected to 


steer’ for the Magdalene Islands, 
eontinuing over St. Paul’s Island to 
Cape ‘Ray. 

With clear weather, it will be pos- 
sible to follow the southern coastline 
of Newfoundland to Fortune. Bay, 
and then to strike overland: to Har- 
bor Grace, which is immediately 
across Conception Bay from St. 
John’s, capital of Newfoundland. 

Fraiilein Rasche will be accom- 

onied by her pilot, Ulrich Koene- 
mann, who flew the ‘machine. from 
New: York to Cap de la Madeleine:on 
Monday with Zebora as mechanic. It 
has mot yet been decided whether 
Zebora will fly with the two pilots to 
Newfoundland, but it is probable that 
he will leave by train for Sydney, 
N. S., where he will be able to catch 
a boat for Port Avx Basques, N. F., 
connecting with the overland rail- 
way for St. John’s. 

The North Star, the Bellanca 
monoplane, in which the flight will 
be attemnted, has been fully tested 
and now lies at the Cap de la Made- 
leine Airdrome with about 200 gal- 
lons of gasoline in its tanks. It is 
thought that the 200 gallons will be 
more than sufficient to carry the 
North Star to Newfoundland. 


Mrs. Stillman Ships Supplies. 


The German aviatrix will not leave 
Harbor Grace until weather condi- 
tions are favorable. . Gasoline sup- 


jlies and other necessaries are be- 
ng shipped from New York to St. 
John’s by boat, Mrs. James Still- 
man, backer of the flight, having 
arranged all these details.

The German girl flier spent this 
afternoon with Ellwood Wilson, 
President of the Fairchild Aviation, 
y4d., talking over plans for her 
flight. Mr. Wilson has provided her 
with maps and other information 
recessary for a flight to Newfound- 
land. They motored down from Grand 
Mére to inspect the machine, and 
found that everything was in perfect 
order.

BERLIN, June 27.—The idea of 
making aerial navigation safer and 


/-enormously speedier by flying at 


great heights. through stormless and 
fogless strata of atmosphere is gain- 
ing ground steadily among German 
aéronautic experts. 

Just as the giant Junkers plahe. 
“G-35,"? which is expected to rise 
from nine to twelve miles and travel 
through rarefied air at a velocity for- 
merly undreamed of, nears. comple- 
tion, the Hamburg inventor, Dr. 
Boerner, who gained fame as the 
constructor of the trout type of mo- 
tor boat, announces the formation of 
an international company for the 
manufacture of a plane designed by 
him which is to be able to go to 
the utmost limits of the earth’s at- 
mosphere. 

The machine will have hermetically 
closed and heated cabins for pilots, 
passengers and crew, and the oxygen 
carried will not only keep all aboard 
alive, according to the inventor, but 
will also assure the proper function- 
ing of the motors. 

The Junkers plane now building 
will be the largest machine ever con-

structed ahd will be able to carry 
fifty ‘persons. It is being ‘ built en- 
tirely of- duraluminum:. and will be 
equipped with four motors of the 
new Junkers “‘L-55” type. The mo- 
tors are to be placed on the wings 
so as ‘not to interfere ‘with the vision 
of the ‘pilots who will sit in a glass- 
enclosed cabin.’ Another ‘larger ‘cabin 
of the same pattern ‘will carry the 
passengers. An arrangement of’ the 
wings. still carefully ‘kept secret, 
enables the plane, it is said, to as- 
cend 7,500 to 15,000 meters within a 
very short time. 

Passengers and crew will no more 
feel discomfort from. the  rarefica- 
tion of the air than sailors descend- 
ing to great depth in a submarine, 
it is promised, because of the abun- 
dant supply of oxygen, which will 
also. be automatically. injected . into 
the motor carburetors to assure 
prompt comtustion. 

The ‘backers of the new machine 
expect it to revolutionize air naviga- 
tion. They announce that it will be 
ready for trial in 
October, but that long distance 
flights will be undertaken only after 
long scientific experiments.

Rabbi Enelow Recommends It to 
Central Conference as Means 
of Attaining Divine Truth.

‘Science is destined to play an im- 
fap ee part in the reconstruction of 
theology,"’ said Rabbi Enelow. ‘‘The 
modern philosophical scientist seems 
to be reaching certain stages in, his 
investigation which may assist in the 
attainment of spiritual truth and in 
the .upbuilding of a new theology. 
It is most important, therefore, that 
the theologian of the. future’: shal) 
grow conversant with the sciences.’ 

“One reason why the Jewish phil- |, 
osophers of the Middle Ages played 
so ‘dominatit' a part in the interpre- 
tation’ of Judaism was that they were 
familiar with the sciences of those 
days. If our theologians are to en- 
joy a similar part, they must gain 
a corresponding acquaintance with 
the science of today:

women in Sweden that Summer, and 
Mr. Ford said, ‘By all means there 
ought to be a peace ship.’ He came 
to New York in a few days and an- 
nounced that he was going to send a 
peace ship. I remained here doing 
administration work in connection 
with getting up the delegation. 

“The ship started from New York 
on Dec. 4 or 6 and landed in Sweden 
a few days after Christmas, 1915. I 
separated from the expedition in 
February and came back to this 
country in August for three weeks, 
and then went back to my native 
Hungary. While I was with the Ford 
peace party Mr. Ford paid all the 
expenses for all the delegates. I re- 
ceived no money, although I had 
contracted for the ship for $40,000. 
Mr. Ford offered to pay me for my 
administrative work but rt , would not 
accept any remuneration.” 

Mme. Schwimmer was questioned 
about Louis Lochner, who was Sec- 
re of the Henry Ford Peace Ex- 
pedition, and was asked if she would 
be surprised to know that ‘the was 
now representing the communistic 
movement in Berlin.’’ She replied: 

*“T would be surprised at nothing. 
He betrayed the whole peace ship.’’ 
She testified that she saw Presi- 
dent Wilson twice, first on Sept. 18, 
1914, when she was alone and the 
second time on Nov. 26 when she was 
with Mrs. Philip Snowden, wife of 
the British ag panos of the Ex- 
chequer in the Ramsay MacDonald 
Cabinet. She said she knew she was 
mentioned in Mrs. Snowden’s book, 
“A Pilgrim in Europe,” adding, 
“Mrs. Snowden lied a out me.’ 
The plaintiff testified that the 
Swiss Government declined to re- 
ceive her as Ambassador from the 
Karolyi Government in Hungary be- 
cause she was a woman. Questioned 
as to her views on pacifism, Mme. 
Schwimmer said: 

“Tt is up to a man’s conscience 
whether he can be a good citizen and 
still refuse to fight. In the conven- 
tional sense of the word I was not 
a patriot when I was lecturing on 
pacifism, but in the sense that I 
wanted to serve Hungary and make 
it a good, decent country, I was a 
patriot.’ 

The trial will continue today.

Many small stores throughout the 
city are selling fireworks in accord- 
ance with the regulations imposed by 
the bureau. -These regulations re- 
quire that the store owner shall have 
a permit, that no permit shall be is- 
sued for stores located: in pte 
occupied at tenements, schools, wor 
shops, factories, theatres, &c., or 
which are not equipped with an auto- 
matic sprinkler system. 

Certain types of fireworks defined 
in the city ordinances are prohibited 
entirely. ese include cannon crack- 
ers, although salutes up to five 
‘inches in length and three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter may sold. 
Other prohibited types are mostly 
those made with heavy explosives or 
of materials easily set off. Store- 
keepers who carry firecrackers must 
give bond. 

Inspectors of the division of com- 
bustibles already have confiscated 
$5,000 worth of contraband fireworks, 
and fifteen offenders oye the past 
week were fined $5 to $25 by 3 ot 
baer for illegal possession of fire- 
works. 


EXPLAINS RADIO HOWLS

Senator Watson Finds Humor in 
Discovery at Dismantled New 
Jersey Station.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Senator 
James E. Watson of Indiana has 
sent a novel communication to Com- 
missioner Caldwell of the Radio Com- 
mission, commenting on conditions 
found by radio inspectors when they 
visited Station WTRL at Midland 
Park, N. J., which was reported as 
being overrun by dogs and apparently 
dismantled.

The: promoter’s bid at that time 
was set at $2,500,000: The club was 
valued recently by its owners at twice 
that sum. 

Failure of negotiations at that time 
was attributed to a feud of long 
standing between Rickard and Stone- 
co and dating back to the heavy-

THE VICE PRESIDENCY. 


Immemorially, it has been a re- 
proach to Americans and their po- 
litical parties that the choice of a 
Vice President has been made so 
casual and s¢condary. In strict 
theory, of course, no one ‘should be 
nominated as Vice President wlio is 
not believed to:be thoroughly fit to 
become President. But everybody 
knows that quite ‘other .considera- 
tions usually control party managers 
in awarding the, Vice Presidency; 
That was clearly the case in select- 
ing Senator CuRTIS.to go on the Re- 
publican ticket with ‘Secretary 
Hoover. It will almost certainly be 
the case again’ at Houston.” Sup- 
pesed political strength.or the de- 
mends of a certain: section to» be 
represented outweigh all: other ar- 
guments. 

This would « be, without much. 
question, the general verdict upon 
the nomination ‘of Senator ROBINSON 
of Arkansas, if he should be chosen, 
as it is now predicted that he. will 
be, to be the running mate of Gover- 
nor SMITH. Mr. ROBINSON is a man 
of respectable qualifications, said ‘to 
be a good lawyer, surely a good par- 
liamentariag, who could preside over 
the Senate with knowledge and.dig- 
nity if he were elected to the office 
of Vice President. But. it-is certain 
that he could not be nominated as 
President. The second place may be 
offered to him, but it would be 
avowedly on the supposition that 
this would give great satisfaction to 
the South: It has also been alleged 
that Senator ROBINSON. -would be 
just the man'to help appease the 
Dry sentiment that otherwise might 
be offended by the nomination of the 
Wet Governor of Néw York. 

Senator ROBINSON, in his address 
as Permanent Chairman of the Na- 
tional, Convention, warned against 
a plank that might “be called 
Wet. But he also made it evident 
that he would not fight for endorse- 
ment of the views of the extreme 
Drys. To show how strongly he 
desires to keep the whole question 
out of politics, he declared that the 
Democratic Party is not a prohibi- 
tion party, nor is it an anti-prohibi- 
tion party.

BROADCASTING MUSIC TO 
SCHOOLS. 

Announcement by the Radio, Cor- 
poration that arrangements are 
now nearly completed. for. broad- 
casting the series of twenty-four 
concerts. for school children which 
Mr. WALTER DAMROSCH is to di- 
rect next Winter calls attention 
again to this most interesting ex- 
periment in musical education. A 
chain of twenty-eight stations. will 
aid in broadcasting the concerts, 
which are scheduled for 11 A. M., 
Eastern Standard’ Time. Principals 
of schools throughout the country 
are planning to include the reception 
of these concerts in their courses. It 
is not, unlikely that several million 
children will thus be given the op- 
portunity to. hear the best music 
played by an orchestra of the high- 
est talent. 

When this project was first. men- 
tioned it was hailed as’a promising 
innoyation.. But. doubt was ex- 
pressed whether the’ schools would 
be greatly interested. The result of 
experiments carried on last Winter 
by Mr. DAMROSCH convinced him 
and the directors of the Radio Cor- 
poration that the program would re- 
ceive popular support. Reports from 
different’ sections of the country 
have confirmed this. 

Mr. DAMROSCHY brings to this work 
his gift of interpreting music which 
has done. so much to bring him 
fame and through which he has ren- 
dered so great.a service to two gen- 
erations of New York music lovers. 
For years his children’s symphony 
concerts have helped to instruct New 
York youth in matters musical. 
These concerts, in a slightly. simpli- 
fied form, with a somewhat greater 
emphasis on the explanatory side, 
are to be performed for the school 
children of the entire nation: Long 
experience has made hima master 
of the art of analyzing in the simplest 
terms the component parts of a 
piece of symphonic music. His facil- 
ity of expression, coupled with a 
voice. which “* gets across” ‘well over 
the radio, makes it certain that he 
will be understood. 

The success: of this new departure 
cannot but have far-reaching conse- 
quences. It will develop apprecia- 
tion of the best.music among Amer- 
icans. \- Fully as important will be 
the example of the use of radio in 
education. In time: we shall have 
great readers, as well as great lec- 
turers, who by this means will be 
able to. reach the American public. 
As in the case of the movies, the 
possibilities of the radio as a method 
of instructing the young have hard- 
ly been considered. To be sure, the 
musical work is the easiest to adapt 
to students’ needs. But similar en- 
terprises will in time be undertaken. 
If they are directed by men of 
proved ability in their special fields, 
they will doubtless also meet with 
success.

Their approval of 
trimmed hats. affected the hat- 
buying habits of all the women in 
the country. 

The dangers of misuse of power 
of this kind do not appear great so 
long as there are so many on the 
job. The public may grow slightly 
deaf with all the shouting, but it 
can always move at high speed away 
from the one direction in which it 
is being pulled. 


TRANSLATORS. 


ISABEL F. HAPGOOD was one of the 
few members of an honorable pro- 
fession who succeed in rising above 
the obscurity which is the common 
fate of the translator. A generation 
ago her name was as well known to 
American lovers of good literature 
as that of many a popular author, 
chiefly in connection with her trans- 
lations from the great Russians. 
Her rendering of TURGENIEV deserves 
to hold a permanent place in the 
library, though it must be confessed 
that she did not reach the magnifi- 
cent level which CONSTANCE GARNETT 
has. attained in her DOSTOIEVSKY. 
Before. her the . English-reading 
world was dependent for its know!l- 
edge of the Russian novelists on 
indirect versions from the French 
which took extensive liberties with 
the original. She prepared the way 
for Mrs. GARNETT and for the work 
of the AYLMER MAUDEs with ToLsToy. 

These are not the only ones to 
raise the middleman’s craft in world 
literature to the level of an art. 
WILLIAM ARCHER’ services to IBSEN 
consisted, of course, in much more 
than making him accessible to the 
English public; ARCHER fought the 
battles of IBSEN. More in line with 
the strict duty of a translator was 
the work of ALEXANDER TEXEIRA DE 
MATTOS, who rendered MAETERLINCK 
into exquisite English. The. latest 
accession to the line of great trans- 
lators is C.'K. SCOTT-MONCRIEFF, who 
has brought infinite labor as well as 
a high degree of competence to his 
volumes of MARCEL PROUST. 

To the translator the American 
book market is indebted for a con- 
siderable number. of its best-sellers 
from the time when “Quo Vadis” 
Swept the country. The success of 
SIENKIEWICZ was more than dupli- 
cated by the late BLASCO IBANEZ. 
Particularly in biography, of which 
the American public since the war 
has devoured such vast quantities, 
the foreigners have bulked large. 
No biography by. an English or 
American author has surpassed the 
vogue. of Emit Lupwic. Of. still 
more solid fare we have been imbib- 
ing great doses by the kindness of 
the translator—SPENGLER. and KEY+ 
SERLING and CROCE. But beyond this 

direct supply from alien sources 
‘|much that the American public con- 
sumes today in the way of native 
products, has been shaped by foreign 
influences. Our present-day realism 
represents the mingling of native 
‘and: foreign: currents. The trend 
saadond from sentimentality toward an 

“ adult” appraisal ‘of the American 
scene began before the World War 
and had its impetus in part in Great 
Britain,, where, in turn, the writers 
were just then discovering the 
Russian novelists. Though only a 
translator, CONSTANCE GARNETT has 
earned a place among the formative 
influences in English literature of 
‘the Georgian era. . Her translations 
from DOSTOIEVSKY set a whole-gen- 
j eration of ‘young English novelists 
to. experimenting, and from thesé 
Englishmen we learned. in turn to 
apply the touch. of DOsTOIEVsKY and 
CHEK Hov.to.

simple calculation showed that if a 
mass of coal as big rh ceria is 
been ignited in the time of CHEOPS, 
it would have lasted ‘a paltry five 
centuries had it been heated to solar 
incandescence. Whereupon MAYER 
invoked a shower of meteors to make 
good the losses suffered by ‘the sun. 
Lord KELVIN objected that our at- 
mosphere would be thick with 
meteors, that the earth would be red 
hot from their impact, and that the 
solar system would be different from 
what it is. 

Professor SHAPLEY is not.trying to 
revive this discarded theory. He 
takes’ pains .to recalculate ‘the 
earth’s intake of meteors.. He finds 
that we capture daily some twenty 
or thirty million and that the sun 
devours a thousand million a second 
of the average size of a gram. Vast 
as the number is, he finds it insuf- 
ficient to account for the sun’s sup- 
ply of radiant energy. ‘The truth is 
that the solar system moves in a 
part of the heavens where meteors 
and comets are scarce. 

Elsewhere in the universe it is 
otherwise. It seems as if Dr. SHAP- 
LEY has discovered what Sir JOHN 
HERSCHEL called the “ great secret”’ 
—the, secret of. how the mass of 
some self-destroying suns is re- 
newed. The dark cosmic clouds are 
the fuel piles of the stars. We must 
picture many a star as a sun around 
which meteors and comets swarm 
only to be caught in the gravita- 
tional clutch of the central incandes- 
cent mass. We were amazed when 
JEANS convinced us that the life of a 
star. is probably a hundred million 
million years. His estimate now 
proves to be much too. modest, and 
the chapters in our astronomies that 
deal’ with the constitution and main- 
tenance of the stars must be re- 
written.

Use of Name for Skyscraper Hotel

The Iron Age market summary 
comments as follows: 

“In the ,Greater -Pittsburgh, area 
output has increased to 72 ‘cent. 
of ingot capacity, compared with 70 
per cent. last week. Operations in 
the Chicago. district, on the other 
hand, have declined three points to 
an 80 per cent. rate. 


Improvement at Pittsburgh. 


*The improvement at Pittsburgh is 
attributed, in part, to heavier speci- 
fying against second-quarter con- 
tracts, particularly those covering 
plates, shapes and bars. On those 
products mills are making a more 
determined effort to establish a price 
of 1.90 cents Pittsburgh for the 
coming quarter, and while some buy- 
etfs regard this move as a defensive 
one, .primarily. intended. to. hold the 
market at the present level of 1.85 
cents, others are taking the precau- 
tion to release the steel still due 
them: 

‘In primary materials the price 
trend is irregular. Basic pig iron in 
the valleys has rebounded after 
dipping to $15.37 a ton furnace; hav- 
ing advanced to $15.75 on a sale of 
2 tons. Alabama and Tennessee 
foundry iron, on the other ‘hand, 
have “again. declined to $15.50: Bir- 
mi ,,;@iter,.an advance. to $16 
late in May.’’ 

The Iron Trade Review says, in 
part: 

“Passive , resistance. of .consumers 
of keavy finished steel to the ad- 
venced 1.90 cents Pittsburgh price for 
the third quarter gives evidence of 
turning imto active opposition. 
Coupled with the vacillation of most 
producers ‘in initiating contracting 
and the sentimental effect of weak- 
ness in pig.iron, scrap, coke and 
sé¢mi-finished material, this develop- 
ment further shrouds the steel price 
structure in uncertainty.

Transit Board Will: Determiih © 


Division of Cost in Grade 
Crossing Elimination. 


‘DEATH AVENUE’ INVOLVED 


‘Enlarged’ Proposal, Including the 
Provision for Express Highway, 
Is in Commission’s Hands. 


The ‘enlarged plan’’ for improve- 
ment of the west side riverfront, 
involving abolition of 100 New York 
Central grade crossings between 
Canal Street and the Harlem ship 
canal and the elimination of the 
‘Death Avenue’’-menace will come 
before the Transit Commission for 
public hearing on July 17, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at the offices of 
the commission. 

The hearing was called pursuant to 
the Board of Estimate resolution of 
Mayr 24 and a petition filed by the 
New York Central asking the com- 
mission to issue an order determin- 
ing the matter of grade crossing 
elimination under Chapter 677 of the 
laws of 1928. This legislation vests 
in the Transit Commission the 
power and duty of deciding which 
crossing eliminations come under the 
classification which apportions the 
cost on the basis of 40 per cent. to 


the State, 50 per cent. to the rail- ¥ 


road and 10 per cent. to the city. 
Division of the cost of public im- 


provements related to the grade|j;) 


crossing abolitions is to be left to 
later’ negotiation between the city 
and the railroad. 


Problem of Long Standing. 


The opening of the hearings will | 


mark the beginning of the end of a 
problem which has baffled city plan- 
ners for twenty-five years. The 
Board of Estimate’s resolution re- 
cites the appointment by Mayor 
Walker of the West Side Improve- 
ment Engineering Committee, which 
ag a comprehensive plan. 
This pee as later modified, proved 
acceptable both to the city and the 
railroad as a basis for negotiations 
between them. It is now in the 
hands of the Transit Commiscion. 
Among the questions reserved for 
further study is that of applying the 
general principles of comprehensive 
city planning to the situation, and 
a special architects’ committee is 
now studying this phase. 

The plan calls for elevation of the 
New ork Central tracks from 
Spring Street to West Thirteenth 
Street on a structure over an arcade 
=. the westerly side of Washing- 
ton Street. From this point to Six- 
teenth Street the structure will be 
located on the easterly side of Tenth 
Avenue, crossing that highway di- 
agonally at Seventeenth Street, 
whence it will parallel Tenth Ave 
nue, about 100 feet west of the build- 
ing line as far as Thirtieth Street. 
The main tracks will then descend, 
within.-the limits of the West Thir- 
tieth Street yards. to a denressed 
roadbed between Tenth and Llev- 
enth Avenues and will so continue 
from Thirty-sixth Street to Sixtieth 
Streets. 


New. Harlem Bridge Planned. — | 


At Sixtieth Street the tracks, ac- 
cording to the plan, will ascend to 
the present level and run, substan- 
tially as now located, to the Harlem 
River, where a new lift bridge is to, 
be constructed. North of the bridge | 
they will connect with the electrified 
lines of the Hudson division. 

The plan provides for an express 
highway from Sixtieth Street north 
to the Harlem River. It also con-

Street north to’ Tenth Avenue, con- 
struction of a viaduct over the rail-

Federal Reserve Agent in Monthly 
Review Finds. improvement 
; In Most Lines. 


Department store sales in the New 
York district in May showed a 
greater increase over the correspond- 
ing month last year than has been 
reported for any month so far this 
year, according to the monthly re- 
view of credit and business condi- 
tions by the Federal Reserve Agent 
in New York.
